The Name of Caracatay was given to the 
cCountry of Scythia- after a furious War which 
the Sythians had with the Chineſe» The Sy- 
thians had at the beginning of this War the Ad- 
vantage of the Chineſe, and being puffed up 
with this good Succeſs, enter'd. the Kingdom 
of China; but having loſt one conſiderable 
Battel, they were obliged to retire, and return 
back to their own Country. The King of 
China, refolving not to loſe the Advantage this 
Victory had given him, caufed them to be pur- 
ſued by two of his Generals, who entirely 
routed and brought them under his Obedience. 
He did yet more; for fearing leſt the Scythian 
ſhould revolt, he made theſe two Generals 
who had beat them, Cans, or Governours, 
over them : and they, by his Command, built 
Forts and ſtrong Towns for Colonies of Chinef: 
Troops, which he ſent thither to awe them. 
Theſe Forces, deſtin'd to guard the Country, 
held the People long in ſubjection; but by de- 
grees their Deſcendents forgot the Chineſe Cul: 
toms, and uſing to live as the Sythians, be- 
came Scythians themſelves : And in the end Chi- 
un had no greater Enemies than they. 
When the King of China eſtabliſhed theſe 
two Generals in the ſandy Scythia, he gave it 
the Name of Caracatay, alluding to the Name 
of his own Country Cathay; and to ſignify the 
Conqueſt he had made, and ſhow it was an

But Naſſer 
believing himſelf ſtrong enough, boldly refus d 
to comply with his Demands, cauſing Cady 
Magededdin, the Sultans Ambaſſador, to be told 
in the Divan that his Maſter's Demands were 
unreaſonable and unjuſt : and the Cady citing as 
a Precedent, that the like Privileges were grant= 
ed on the firſt Eſtabliſhment of tlie Shiites; - 
it was anſwer'd, that theſe Princes when they 
were firſt called to thoſe Honours, and parti- 
cularly Togrulbey, had done ſuch great Services 
to the State, that the Califfs thong it themſelves 
obliged to grant them, as a Reward and Ac- 
knowledgement, the Honour of living, nay 
even commanding in Bagdad as abſolute ; but 
that the , preſent Calif Naſſer having no War, 
and by conſequence no need of any Perſon's 
Aſſiſtance, the Sultan did ill to defire to reign 
in a City which was the Patrimony of the Em- 
perors of the Muſſulmen, and where almoſt all 
the Califfs his Predeceſſors lay buried.
